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County Schools’ CEO Maxwell 
Meets with City Council, ACE 


The Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil held a worksession on Au- 
gust 4 with Dr. Kevin Maxwell, 
chief executive officer of Prince 
George’s County Public Schools. 
Also attending were Peggy Hig- 
gins, Greenbelt’s representative 
on the school board; all council- 
members except Judith Davis; and 
several members of the Greenbelt 
Advisory Committee on Educa- 
tion (ACE). A number of major 
topics were addressed but only 
those related to the new and 
“old” Greenbelt Middle Schools 
(GMS) and the incoming French 
Immersion Program are reported 
here. Other education workses- 
sion topics will be reported in a 
future article. 

Council had toured the origi- 
nal sections of the old school 
prior to the meeting and sought 
comment on the status of the 
French Immersion Program mov- 
ing here from Robert Goddard 
Middle School. Mayor Emmett 
Jordan noted that much work was

needed to get the older parts of 
the building ready for the French 
program, such as finishing class- 
rooms, buffing floors, complet- 
ing kitchens and working on 
playgrounds. Maxwell indicated 
that all work will be completed 
prior to the beginning of school 
later this month. (The French 
Immersion school website now 
shows the school address on Ed- 
monston Road.) The school will 
be separate from the new school 
with individual principals and fa- 
cilities. Currently the principals 
are discussing how to share the 
existing playing fields. 
Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts brought up the use by com- 
munity groups of the playing 
fields. The city and school sys- 
tem are working on a memoran- 
dum of understanding to allow 
use by city groups, although 
there are complications. After- 
hours access to fields and avail- 
ability of lights, especially on 
weekends, must still be resolved. 


In addition, the two schools may 
field more sports than previously 
thought, leaving less time for 
community use of fields. 

Bus Lot 

Removal of the big school 
bus lot adjacent to GMS is a re- 
lated issue. The county has been 
searching for another location 
for the lot. Maxwell said they 
have a location in mind but that 
a price has not been agreed upon. 
In response to a question, he said 
the lot does not have to be physi- 
cally close to the current one as 
long as it is near major roads 
and not too far from the schools 
served by those buses. 

Although the city would like 
the bus lot space to be developed 
into more playing field space, no 
agreement has been reached with 
the county on use of the space. 

One section of the old school 
will be demolished, however, 
which Maxwell said will take

Summer Show of Creative Kids 
Camp Is Message to Tomorrow 


Performers at the Greenbelt 
Arts Center took the audience on 
a journey through the solar system 
Friday during their production of 
the musical Message to Tomorrow. 

The show came after two 
weeks of hard work from the cast 
and crew of Creative Kids Camp, 
a summer program that advances 
artistic and collaborative skills 
for children ages 6 to 12. Chris 
Cherry, performing arts program 
coordinator at Greenbelt Commu- 
nity Center, has run the camp for 
the past 14 years and served as 
writer and director of the musical. 

In Message to Tomorrow, 
four children obsessed with their 
phones, texting and social media 
learn a lesson or two about man- 
ners and the power of imagination 
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from their Grandma, played by 
Greenbelt resident Sue Smithers. 

The children learn these les- 
sons after Smithers transports 
them back in time to 1938. From 
there the kids team up with heroic 
leaders Spark Swenson and Doctor 
Darla to stop Mang the Manner- 
less, a villain who wants to take 
over the galaxy and his evil lack- 
eys, the Pig-Mees. 

On their journey to thwart 
Mang, the children stop by Mars 
and the Moons of Jupiter, running 
into different life forms on each 
world. From the Havalots to the 
Hurryups to the Instablabs, the 
various aliens’ spoiled, impolite 
or impersonal cultures cause the 
kids to question their own ways. 
With the help of Spark and Darla,

Speaks to All Ages 

The play speaks to people of 
all ages, Smithers said. “I love 
it — the message that he brings 
across — that nothing can replace 
the human connection, and that’s 
what we need more of in our 
world today.” 

“T think it’s important that kids 
pass the message along even to 
their parents,” Greenbelt Com- 
munity Center Supervisor Di 
Quynn-Reno said. “They can go 
home and say, ‘Mom, you need

It’s Happening: Repaving 
Of Southway Ramp to BWP

It’s been a long time coming, 
but last Thursday the city was 
notified that paving work was 
scheduled to begin Tuesday, Au- 
gust 12 on the deteriorated south- 
bound ramp off Southway to the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 
Douglas Nair, construction op- 
erations engineer for the Federal 
Highway Administration (FHA), 
Eastern Federal Lands Highway 
Division, notified City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin that the 
work, which had been scheduled 
to begin earlier, was delayed 
because of problems with the 
contractor’s asphalt-mix design. 

According to Nair, over the 
past two weeks the asphalt pro- 
ducer has been making adjust- 
ments to improve the production 
of the mix. On August 6, Nair’s 
laboratory received new pre-pro- 
duction samples of the asphalt, 
for which they anticipated having 


analysis early this week. He said 
if all went well the contractor 
would begin to mill and overlay 
the Southway ramp Tuesday night 
working early into Wednesday 
morning weather permitting. The 
milling and paving were expected 
to take one shift to complete, 
with the ramp being closed from 
7:30 p.m. until 5:30 a.m. 

At its Monday night meeting 
council welcomed the good news 
that all of the Parkway entrances 
and exits in Greenbelt will be im- 
proved this week. Councilmem- 
ber Leta Mach asked city staff to 
pursue more pedestrian friendly 
improvements at the entrances 
and exits of the Parkway on 
Southway and Greenbelt Road. 

Last fall, a letter from the 
FHA’s Eastern Federal Lands 
Highway Division to then-mayor

Many Greenbelters Gather 
For National Night Out Fun

Greenbelt City Council mem- 
bers, city police officers and hun- 
dreds of residents hit the streets 
of Greenbelt on August 5 for the 
annual National Night Out. 

Introduced in 1984, National 
Night Out is a block party-style 
event that promotes community 
involvement in crime prevention, 
according to the National As- 
sociation of Town Watch. With 
nearly 40 million participants in 
more than 16,000 communities, 
the event has come to be known 
as “America’s Night Out Against 
Crime.” 

Organizers here hosted Na- 
tional Night Out at seven differ- 
ent locations throughout the city. 
From Beltway Plaza to Schrom 
Hills, event-goers could enjoy 
a variety of foods and forms of 
entertainment, including music, 
basketball, a moon bounce and a 
slip and slide. 

“It’s an event that we do ev- 
ery year and the community sup- 
ports us,” Officer Carlos Torres 
of the Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment said. 

At Beltway Plaza, Greenbelt 
police showcased some of the 


tools and methods they use to 
keep the community safe. With 
the help of a police dog and a 
bite-proof sleeve, two officers 
demonstrated how K-9s sniff out 
potential dangers. 

Law enforcement also pro- 
vided an open-door police tank 
vehicle which children were al- 
lowed to explore. Torres and 
fellow officers manned the tank 
exhibit, helping children inside 
and showing them around the 
vehicle. 

“My role in National Night 
Out is getting everything togeth- 
er, setting up and bringing this 
equipment to the people,” Torres 
said. “They love the tank, we’ve 
had it for years. This is probably 
the main attraction of the whole 
National Night Out.” 

Vital for City 

National Night Out is vital for 
the city, as the community gets 
to meet and greet first responders 
and elected officials, according to 
Greenbelt City Councilmember 
Silke Pope. 

“T think it’s important for the

Mockingbirds 
And Multiflora Rose 


I read Jason Martin’s letter 
(August 7) about invasive spe- 
cies and one that he named was 
Multiflora rose. 

This species will not be eradi- 
cated from the woods without 
first eradicating mockingbirds. 
The Audubon society website 
notes the relationship between 
these two species. A paper on 
the Rutgers website shows that 
the relationship was established 
by 1980. In the winter they both 
feed from and roost in Multiflora 
rose, not just here but all the way 
up into Canada. 

If we eradicate the mocking- 
birds here, new ones will move 
in and bring the seeds of Multi- 
flora rose with them. Mocking- 
birds are marvelous, intelligent 
creatures who consume substan- 
tial numbers of insects while 
raising their two to three broods 
a year. 

This is what’s called “the cir- 
cle of life.” More research on 
all the species mentioned in Mr. 
Martin’s letter might manage 
expectations about what can or 
should be done.

Newest Playground 
Needs Better Site 


The city plans to construct 
another playground (no. 38) be- 
yond the very north end of Van- 
ity Fair Drive and about 20 yards 
into the Forest Preserve beyond 
the wooden Belle Point Forest 
Preserve sign. Council feels that 
since Belle Point has no play- 
ground in its community, there 
should be one. Fine. But the 
problem is they plan to locate it 
not in a central location where it 
would serve all of Belle Point, 
they plan to locate it within the 
preserve beyond the cul-de-sac of 
Vanity Fair Drive, at the extreme 
north end of Belle Point. 

This location would be far 
(about 400 yards, or almost one 
quarter of a mile) from the south- 
ern portion (court) of Vanity Fair 
Drive and adjacent Lady Ann 
Court where there are over 55 
town homes. The families with 
children here would need to walk 
a good distance to get to this 
playground. In addition, a number 
of trees and vegetation within 
the preserve would be removed 
which is contrary to the intent of 
having a forest preserve (preserv- 
ing forest). 

The playground location 
should be re-evaluated by the city 
and council. The proposed play- 
ground should serve the entire 
Belle Point community by being 
more centrally located. Return to 
the ‘drawing board’ on this one!

“Besa: The Promise” 


Compassionate response in 
the face of injustice is the focus 
of the August 18 Reel & Meal 
film at the New Deal Café, a free 
screening of Besa: The Promise. 

During World War II the Mus- 
lim-majority, Balkan country of 
Albania opened its borders to 
Jews and protected them from 
the occupying German troops by 
invoking the ancient moral code 
of “besa,” a vow deeply rooted 
in Albanian culture to care for 
anyone facing danger. 

With a pre-war Jewish popula- 
tion of only 200, Albanian acts of 
rescue contributed to the survival 
of over 2,000 Jews, mostly refu- 
gees from across Europe. To help 
a Jew meant risking the lives of 
one’s family, neighbors and fel- 
low townspeople. Individuals 
hid them, falsified documents and 
secured food and clothing. 

The film ponders why some 
individuals, in the darkest politi- 
cal times and under the threat of 
reprisal, chose to help those in 
need, following two characters af- 
fected by the experience: Norman 
Gershman, a Jewish-American 
photographer, and Rexhep Hoxha, 
a Muslim-Albanian storekeeper. 
Between 2003 and 2008, Gersh- 
man traveled through Albania and 
neighboring Kosovo, taking pho- 
tographs and gathering stories of 
those who sheltered Jews. Hox- 
ha’s family had provided shelter 
to a Bulgarian Jewish family who 
left three Hebrew books behind 
when they fled. The film focuses 
on Hoxha and Gershman’s attempt 
to return these three books to their 
original Jewish owners, the Alad- 
jem family. Ultimately the film 
depicts the compassionate side of 
ordinary people taking responsibil- 
ity for the lives of others in times 
of moral crisis. 

Reel & Meal is a collabora- 
tion of three Greenbelt affinity 
groups: Green Vegan Network- 
ing, Beaverdam Creek Water- 
shed Watch Group and Prince 
George’s County Peace & Justice 
Coalition. The Peace & Justice 
Coalition planned this month’s 
showing. The show starts at 7 
p.m., following an optional vegan 
buffet served at 6:30 p.m.

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EPA OKs Pollution Budget to Restore Coastal Bays 


The U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) has ap- 
proved the pollution budget de- 
veloped by Maryland to reduce 
nitrogen and phosphorus in Mary- 
land’s coastal bays and tributaries 
to levels that meet water quality 
standards. 

The budget calls for pollution 
reductions in the coastal bays of 
up to 35 percent for nitrogen and 
up to 18 percent for phosphorus. 
Higher reductions are required in 
some of the bays’ tributaries. 

The nitrogen and phospho- 
rus pollution reductions are in- 
tended to control algal growth 
and increase dissolved oxygen 
levels. Excessive amounts of ni- 
trogen and phosphorus create al- 
gal blooms, which block sunlight 
from reaching and sustaining 
underwater grasses, and deprive 
aquatic life, such as fish, crabs 
and oysters, of needed oxygen.

series of Total Maximum Daily 
Loads (TMDLs) submitted for 
EPA approval by the Maryland 
Department of the Environment 
(MDE). A TMDL 1s the calcula- 
tion of the maximum amount of a 
pollutant that a body of water can 
receive and still meet state water 
quality standards. 

The Maryland coastal bays 
are a shallow coastal lagoon 
system on the eastern side of 
the Delmarva Peninsula spanning 
three states, primarily Maryland. 
The TMDLs also assign Dela- 
ware and Virginia upstream ag- 
eregate allocation for nitrogen 
and phosphorus. The TMDLs 
affect Assawoman Bay, Isle of 
Wight Bay, Sinepuxent Bay, 
Newport Bay and Chincoteague 
Bay in the Coastal Bays wa- 
tershed in Worcester County, 
Maryland. The bays are listed 
as impaired by nitrogen and 
phosphorus on Maryland’s list of 


impaired waters. 

“The State of Maryland is 
showing real environmental lead- 
ership in restoring its coastal 
waters,” said EPA Regional Ad- 
ministrator Shawn M. Garvin. 
“Creating a solid plan of action 
opens the door to better water 
quality for aquatic life and shell- 
fish harvesting.” 

“The Maryland Department 
of the Environment appreciates 
the support of Worcester County 
and our other partners in the 
Maryland Coastal Bays Program 
and the members of the Coastal 
Bays Implementation Commit- 
tee,” said MDE Secretary Rob- 
ert M. Summers. “Putting this 
blueprint to reduce pollution 
into place will continue to allow 
future generations of Maryland- 
ers to enjoy fishing, swimming 
and recreating in the waters of 
one of the state’s greatest natu- 
ral treasures.”

Our County Is Rich in History from Then to Now 


by Bonnie L. Shields 


The August 7 issue of the 
Greenbelt News Review con- 
tained an article entitled, “The 
Most Ignominious Defeat Took 
Place Down the Road.” The 
article referenced the Battle of 
Bladensburg now being com- 
memorated for the part it played 
in the War of 1812. 

The lead sentence caught me 
by surprise: “Prince George’s 
County, in which Greenbelt is 
located, has few historical sites 
of significance.” Even though 
the writer probably was refer- 
ring specifically to battle sites, I 
felt the statement could be mis- 
construed. Our county is rich 
beyond compare in significant 
historical sites. 

The county has seven regis- 
tered archeological sites, contain- 
ing fossils and dinosaur bones as 
well as Native American, Colo- 
nial and Black History artifacts. 
The county’s first inhabitants 
were the Piscataway, the only 
Native American tribe indigenous 
to the upper Chesapeake Bay 
area. Our own City of Green- 
belt is located on the crossroads 
of Indian movement north and 
south. Our local springs and 
work sites have yielded many ar- 
rowheads, including some found 
by my husband over the years. 

The area was first noticed in 
1608 through John Smith’s explo- 
ration of the upper Chesapeake. 
Exploration and the promise of 
fertile lands would soon put us 
on the map for colonization. 


Detect breast 


We became a part of a 10- to 
12-million-acre land grant in the 
upper Chesapeake, granted to 
the Calvert Family by Charles 
I of England, bringing the first 
colonists to what would become 
Maryland in 1634. It would be 
George Calvert who secured the 
boundaries for our county and 
named it for Prince George of 
Denmark on April 23, 1696. 

The History Division of the 
Prince George’s Travel Promotion 
Council lists 41 points of interest. 
The National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission issued an 
illustrated inventory of historic 
sites in July 1993, containing a 
collection of 78 historic homes 
representing 15 residential archi- 
tectural styles. 

We claim: 

¢ The first manned U.S. balloon 
ascent at Bladensburg in 1784. 

¢ The first test telegraph line 
from Riverdale in 1844. 

¢ The oldest continuously op- 
erating airport since 1909, and the 
first U.S. airmail service in 1918. 

¢ Our own historic town of 
Greenbelt, first occupied in the 
autumn of 1937 and still going 
strong. 

These are only a few ex- 
amples; I could go on and on. 
Visit our library and discover the 
wealth. One will find that many 
of these treasures are in our back 
yard. It’s true that the county 
has few recorded battle sites. 
Because of the War of 1812 
Bicentennial, our county will 
celebrate its most important con- 
tribution to the war at the Battle 
of Bladensburg. As humans, we

often seem to dwell on the nega- 
tive of “a defeat.” I find a better 
outlook in an Olympic statement 
from years past: “The important 
thing in the Olympic Games is 
not winning but taking part. The 
essential thing in life is not con- 
quering but fighting well.” 

The British incursion was an 
unexpected surprise. The Ameri- 
cans were unprepared. History 
calls the Battle of Bladensburg 
“the Races,” because the Ameri- 
cans were said to have fled the 
field. Under the circumstances, 
retiring from the field of battle in 
order to fight another day might 
probably have been a conscious 
decision. 

On August 23 at Monument 
Park in Bladensburg, a memorial 
to the Americans who fought at 
Bladensburg will be unveiled. 
The sculptor Joanne Blake said 
it was a daunting challenge to 
design this memorial. Not only 
were these Americans defeated, 
but also history portrayed them as 
less than heroes. But history re- 
vealed something else. Although 
the Americans were defeated at 
Bladensburg, it was an impor- 
tant wakeup call. It alerted the 
country that the British were 
back and independence was in 
jeopardy. In just three weeks, the 
Americans again were facing the 
British in Baltimore. This time 
they were prepared, no surprise 
and our National Anthem reflects 
the outcome. 

Prince George’s County can be 
proud — the Battle of Bladensburg 
in its own unusual way was and 
is significant!

place before school begins. 
Councilmember Leta Mach ques- 
tioned whether the bricks were 
being recycled. Maxwell said he 
was unsure but would investigate. 

The naming of the combined 
school campus is another issue 
to be resolved. Currently Green- 
belt Middle School is the name, 
but a sign for the Robert God- 
dard French Immersion School is 
planned. 

The county, however, has an 
established process for naming 
and renaming schools. The first 
step is forming a committee fol- 
lowing guidelines for the commit- 
tee’s composition. 

A member of the audience, 
Vijay Kowtha, made a suggestion 
for a new name for the school. 
He proposed naming it after a late 
Prince George’s resident, Edna 
Belle McNaughton. A professor 
at the University of Maryland 
from 1919 to 1957, Dr. McNaugh- 
ton was a childhood education 
pioneer and early childhood ad- 
vocate. Under her leadership, 
the program now known as the 
University of Maryland Center for 
Young Children was established at 
the College Park campus. 

The use of the rooms to be 
renovated in the historic part of 
the old school was also raised, 
but no discussion was held on the 
topic. Maxwell said he has not 
yet read the task force report but 
that the office of Monica Gold- 
son, chief operating officer for the 
school system, will be responsible 
for those decisions.

Judith Davis explained that the 
agency would partner with the 
National Park Service, which 
owns the parkway, to undertake 
repairs and repave a section of 
the parkway south of Greenbelt 
from the Beltway to Cheverly. 

The Southway ramp, along 
with others in the area, was 
scheduled for repair as part of 
the larger roads project. Accord- 
ing to the letter, the pavement 
engineer had reported that the top 
layer of asphalt on the Southway 
ramp had separated from the bot- 
tom layer, which necessitated re- 
moving the entire top surface and 
replacing it with new asphalt. In 
this situation, patching would be 
of no avail, so the area continued 
to deteriorate. 

Although the Southway ramp 
was scheduled to be repaved in 
a day, drivers on the Parkway 
should anticipate significant de- 
lays from lane closures as the 
overall project will take through 
Sunday, August 17, weather per- 
mitting. For the most part, the 
work is scheduled to be done 
between the hours of 7:30 p.m. 
and 5:30 a.m.

health of your community and 
constituents,” said Pope, who at- 
tended a cookout at the Schrom 
Hills event with her daughter 
and granddaughter. “It’s a more 
relaxed atmosphere to mingle 
with people and talk, and they 
get to know you a little bit on a 
personal basis.” 

Some residents not only came 
to enjoy the event and meet new 
people but to present their ideas 
of how to make Greenbelt better. 

At the Old Greenbelt event 
near the Greenbelt Communi- 
ty Center, Tim Cohen-Mitchell 
spoke to attendees about his or- 
ganization, KIDS.coop, which 
aims to help children ages 10 to 
14 become entrepreneurs and get 
involved with a co-op.

Circus Performers Strut 
Their Stuff, Impress All

After an intense four-week 
summer circus camp, 41 children 
showcased their hard work at the 
gym in the Community Center 
this past weekend. 

It’s the seventh year of Green- 
belt’s summer youth circus camp. 
The show was named “Game 
On,” inspired by popular games. 
The two-hour-long presentation 
featured classic circus programs 
like stilt walking, unicycling and 
fabric trapeze as well as novel 
clown shows. 

The kids on the cast list are 
mostly from the Greenbelt area, 
ages from eight to 14. Though 
school is closed in the summer, 
these kids kept themselves even 
busier than usual in the past four 
weeks, practicing like profession- 
als without taking a day off. 

The first week was a “water- 
testing” time for everybody to try 
everything. In the second week, 
coaches and camp counselors 
categorized children according 
to their strong areas and then as- 
signed programs. The following 
two weeks were devoted to in- 
tense training and skill improve- 
ment, said Charles Fahey, a camp 
counselor who has worked with 
the program for four years. 

“T usually see kids coming 
back every year,” Fahey said. 

Ruby Branyan, 13 of Green- 
belt, first joined the camp at six. 
Branyan said this is her seventh 
year participating in the Greenbelt 
program. 

“T started off taking after- 
school classes in the winter,” 
Branyan said. “My sister got into 





this before me. I thought it was 
really cool so I decided to try.” 

Some of the circus programs 
like fabric trapeze require ex- 
traordinary physical flexibility 
that takes more than four weeks 
to achieve. Fahey said some kids 
take aerial classes outside the 
program. Branyan said she used 
to dance. 

Linda Barrett, the godmother 
of the 13-year-old Kady Rob- 
shaw, drove from Annapolis to 
see Kady’s performance. Kady 
was the lead in “the spinning 
plates” in the first act. 

“This 1s Kady’s fourth year at 
the camp. I’m very impressed,” 
Barrett said. 

Greg May, director of the 
show, is a child educator with 
nearly 10 years of experience in 
circus education. He also runs 
the Center Ring Circus School in 
Columbia. 

Even though the show was 
executed professionally, May 
and his crew members would 
stand near the kids when they 
were performing to reassure their 
safety. 

“T think the counselors are 
doing a good job of being there 
when the kids need them and 
giving them protection,” Barrett 
said. 

Following Friday’s perfor- 
mance, the youth circus camp 
delivered three additional shows 
over the weekend.

to put the cellphone down,’ or ‘I 
don’t need another selfie’ and it’s 
done in a fun way because kids 
are doing it.” 

Creative Kids Camp holds 
four two-week productions of the 
musical throughout the summer, 
with most of the cast of campers 
changing completely between each 
production. 

In order to make the show a 
success, the production team has 
created a system for presenting 
a musical with 65 children in 
less than 10 days, according to 
Cherry. The system utilizes camp 
counselors and teachers, who often 
work with campers for the entire 
summer to hone the show’s larger, 
more complex roles. 

Volunteer interns also contribut- 
ed by making many of the props. 

“Those people’s gifts are in 
the visual arts, and they make the 
production values of the show so 
great,’ Cherry said. 

“Kids bring some special abili- 
ties to the show as well,” Cher- 
ry added. “Young children can 
memorize and learn so fast, and 
that’s why it’s possible for them 
to learn and perform these songs 
and dances in such a short period 
of time. They also have this ca- 
pacity for imagination that adults 
sort of envy.” 

Ultimately for Cherry, it’s the 
collaborative nature of musical 
theater that makes all the work 
worthwhile. 

“It involves the talents of 
many, many people,” Cherry said. 
“There’s a thrill in working to- 
gether on a project that is bigger 
than all of us. Everybody uses 
their talent and everybody grows.”
